commilerate theireſtate, which to him they 
moſt pafſionatly expreſſed , bur all was ro no 
purpoſe, for hee ſlightly put chem off with a 

remptory denyall ro lend them any ſuccour 
atall : (till cheir calamities angmented and the 
famine increaſed: ſo thar laſtly the nobleſt and 
diſcreeteſt amongſt them, eſpecially che Arch- 
biſhoptof Lordon,whoſe name was Guethelinus, 
whom our EngliſhChronicles call Gofeline,con- 
cluded to ſend an Embaſſy to the King of lictle 
Britaine , Whoſe name was Aldroenus : which 


kenin perſon undertooke, who delivered their 
calaminies and diſtrefſes with ſuch paſſionate ef- 
ficacy that it wrought great commilſeration and 
compaſſion in the King, who after advice ta- 
ken of his Lords, granted them a ſupply of ſaf- ' 
ficient forces torecover their Franchitles, and li- 
berties, upon condition, thar if God, who is 
the Lord of Hoaſts gave them victory, they 
ſhould Crown his brother Conſtantine King of 
Great Britaine, acknowledging him their 
Liege and Soveraigne, which conditions they 
gladly accepted,and ſwore to performe with all 
truth and fidelity. > 
Now it appeareth from the time of Gratiar

(:ccording to a proverbe wee retaine from 


The Land beſides other diſtrefſes continuing 
under this grievous Tribute, the King by the 
advice of thoſe familiars who were about him, 
married Emma the daughrer of Richard the 
third Duke of Normandy , and firſt of that; 
name, who was for his boldnefſe and valour fir- 
named, Richardthe Hardy , or without feare : 
and ſhe (by the French Chronicles) Emrmathe 
flowre of Normandy, by which Match hee was 
greatly animatedand incouraged , ſo that pre- 
fuming on the power of his Father in Law, hee 


ſent into all che Townes, Cities,and Villagesof 


this Land , ſecret and ſtraight Commiſſions, 


| charging the Rulers and Magiſtrates upon the 


night ſucceeding the day of Saint Brice, that all 
the Daxzes ſhould be murdered in their beds, the 
execution whereof they commirted to their 
Wives and Women, which was alſo, according- 
ly performed ( aſtrange wonder that ſo great a 
ſecret thould paſſe generally through thar ſex, 
without uttering or diſcoyery.) 

This generall Maflacre of the Dares (as fame 
reports) beganatalittle Towne in Hertfordſhire 
twenty foure miles from Loxndow , called W#eal- 
win, trom which a& it rooke firſt name, asit 
there the weal of their Country was firſt warm, 
and the day of Saint Brice : hapned that yeare 
upon the Monday , which ro this day is called 
Hoc,or Hop-mronday,but wherefore I know not, 
unleſſe by Hoc - this day as a remarkablenote 
co poſterity, or by Hop, as that day the Dares 
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Antiquity ) as that day hopt without their 
ads. | 


Now concerning the pride of the Dares and 
their incredible tyranny exerciſed chrough- 
out the whole Kingdome, which was the occa- 
ſton of this their univerſall flaughter, our Eng- 
liſh Hiſtorians' have thus recorded of them, 
rhey cauſed the Farmers and Huſbandmen to 
plow, fow, and eare rhe ground, androdoe. 
all the fervile labour that belonged ro agricul- 
tzre andhuſbandry, whilſt they kepr their wives 
andcommanded their daughters and ſervants, 
at their pleaſure, and when the Maſter of the 
houſecame home, hee was forced to ſalute his 
ſuperintendent Dane as his Lord, and whilſt 
the Uſarper eareand fed of the beſt, the poore 
oppreſſed owner could ſcarcely bave his fill of

See, that the whole Land ſhonld be interdicted, 
charging theſe four Biſhops, il/iam of London, 
Exuſtace of Elie, Walter of Wincheſfter,and Giles 
of Hereford, to denounce the King and his 
Landaccurſed, unlefſe his command were pun- 
Qually obey'd : but though theſe Prelates, with 
the reſt of his Peeres were urgent with him, ro
